O. L. Cornell prom inent citizen 
i.nd retired farmer, writes in his 
own interesting way reminiscences 
of early days; 
I have been asked m any times by 
many people if I couldn’t write the 
early history of Paw Paw and now 
th at I am on the retired list and 
have 
a good deal 
of time on

hands I am going to try, with the

There were many large oak and 
walnut trees very tall hickory, about 
four kinds of ash, sugar maple, elm

11s name.) 
These paw paw trees or 
bushes 
grew 
In
